“Speed Away,” a favorite missionary 
hymn of Miss Graffam’s was rendered 
by the quartet. After the prelude had 
been played and:before the actual sing- 
ing of the hymn, Rev. E. Victor Bigelow 
read a letter from an old schoolmate and 
neighbor of Miss Graffam’s which gave 
the proper setting for this special se- 
lection so often sung by her when a 
schoolgirl in Andover. 


. In speaking of what Turkey meant to 

Miss Graffam, Mr. Merrill alluded to 
the terrible journey which Miss Graffam 
made to accompany the girls of her 
school in Sivas into exile and said that it 
meant to her a land of horror and yet 
a land of fascination because of the 
wonderful possjbilities of deing good to 
others. The Work afforded a breadth 
of opportunity which she never would 
have had in this country. Although it 
made great demands on her ability, the 
emergencies brought out and developed 
traits in her character which might 
never have unfolded without this stim- 
ulus. 

To the land which was the scene of 
her labors she meant love and service, a 
refuge in a weary land. Three letters 
which Miss Graffam wrote in the trying 
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rels of mash, five hundred pounds of 
sugar, lemons, yeast and a gallon of dis- 
tilled liquor were seized in a successful 
raid made about half past ten last 
night by Chief Frank M. Smith at the 
house occupied by Harry Gray on Jen- 
kins road. Chief Smith was accom- 
panied by Officers Saunders, Valen- 
tine and Brown. The still, which was 
one of the best equipped found in Ando- 
ver was in full operation in the house 
cellar and was in charge of Tony Malao 
and Annungio Dianeco of Union street, 
Lawrence. These men were placed 
under arrest and locked up at the police 
station. The mash was destroyed and 
the still, heater, gas tanks, and other 
paraphernalia and supplies conveyed to 
the town house.

Yet to read his poetry with-insight is to 
find the man, for his poems were an 
expression of his very self; himself in 
childhood, 

““When the breeze of a joyful dawn blew free 

In the silken sails of infance.” 
himself in youth and manhood, himself 
on the threshold of death. Always the 
poetry of Tennyson was an expression 
of the man and his voice today “like 
tho wind in a pine forest” still sings 
its glorious song and sways the hearts 
of men. 

Others perpetuate their memory 
through some consummate piece of art. 
The painter, the musician, the archi- 
tect, they express themselves in their 
finest work. On this very morning the 
master craftsman who designed this 
noble building lies paralyzed and help- 
less because of a cruel and perhaps 
fatal accident. Nearly the last, perhaps 
the very last bit of work he ever did was 
the conceiving of the memorial tablet 
we shall soon unveil. _But whatever 
happens to Mr. Richardson we shall see 
as we gaze upon this tablet something 
of his soul and life caught and revealed 
forever in the chaste and simple beauty 
of this work of art. 

Yes, there are many ways in which 
men may perpetuate their memory. 
But now and then there come certain 
high-souled men and women who are 
able to do it by associating their names 
and life with an imperishable ideal. 
They build their very being into the 
foundation of some great cause. Think 
of the Protestant Reformation and 
you think of Martin Luther. Recall 
the founding of this great Republic and 
you needs must think of the Mayflower 
and those dauntless men and women 
who came to a wilderness. that they 
might build a commonwealth. — Priv- 
ileged they were because they live for- 
ever in the principles ‘and life of a 
mighty nation. And so it was with the 
forty-four men and women to whom we 
once more pay our tribute. In a sense 
they were no different from the com- 
mon run of human folk. Two or three 
were well-to-do manufacturers, .a few 
were prosperous farmers, others were 
just unpretentious laborers, winning 
their daily bread, as did the first dis- 
ciples, by hard and wearing toil. And 
yet there was in them all, something in 
the controlling spirit of their life that 
gave them perpetual distinction from 
their fellowmen. 

In their own time I suspect that 
people said of them that their con- 
sciences were too sensitive and that they 
took their religion all too seriously as 
though that were cause for blame and 
not for praise. But the advancing years 
have silenced and condemned _ their 
critics and bestowed upon these forty- 
four the laurel crown. Today we honor 
them just because they took religion 
seriously and followed their ideals with- 
out regard for personal fortune and 
applause. 

I have said that they were able to 
perpetuate their memory but they have 
done much more than that, they have 
perpetuated their very life. We are 
accustomed to think that the visible 
presence of anyone is the best medium of 
influence, that a person acts most per- 
suasively and powerfully when he is 
present to the organs of sense, when he 
can be touched and seen- and heard. 
‘And yet this is not always true, seldom 
true of the men of finest. mind and 
character. The lives of the great and 
the good who have departed are often 
more to usin the way of inspiration and 
guidance than they would be while here 
present in the body. For is there not 
something in the mere physical presence 
which dims insight and makes us less 
sensitive to worth? Small and super-

The old violin makers said of the wood 
from which they fashioned their in- 
struments “Being dead, I sing more 
than when I was alive” and the mem- 
ory of these dead founders moves and 
rules us more perhaps than could their 
living voice, for into the fabric of this 
church went something of themselves, 
the best of their life and character, and 
we may truly say that “we are built 
upon the foundation of the apostles 
and of the prophets.” 

I speak of this church as if it were an 
enduring institution.

times of 1920 were read in which she 
wrote of her decision not to take a 
vacation because she rejoiced in her op- 
portunities and found her work “so 
exciting and interesting’. 

Miss Graffam’s was an ideal life, 
something of permanent worth, a 
sample of what God can do with a 
woman. It should be a challenge to 
every woman to match her loyalty for 
God can do the same with many lives 
if surrendered to Him. 

Dr. Patton, secretary of the American 
Board which commissioned Miss Graf- 
fam in 1901 to her work in Turkey, 
opened his remarks by quoting these 
words of William Ellery Channing 
which are inscribed on the Channing 
memorial in the Boston Public Gardens. 


“IT see the marks of God in the 
heavens and the earth, but how 
much more in:a liberal intellect, in 
magnanimity, in unconquerable rec- 
titude, in a philanthropy which 
forgives every wrong and which 
never despairs of the cause of 
Christ and human virtue. 

“IT do and I must reverence 
human nature. I bless it for its 
kind affections, I honor it for its 
achievements in science and in art, 
and still more for its examples of 
heroic and saintly,.virtue. These 
are marks of a divine origin and the 
pledges of a celestial inheritance; 
and I thank God that my own lot is 
beund up with that of the human 
race.” 


Dr. Patton thanked God that his lot | ing that the end was near. 


splendid examples as had been brought 
out in the two heroic periods which 
have marked the recent history of the 
American Board. One of thesé periods 
was the summer of 1900, during the 
Boxer rebellion and the other was the 
World War. A prominent figure during 
the first period was that of the mission- 
ary, Miss Mary Merrill, who though be- 
headed more than twenty years ago 
still livestin the lives of thousands of 
Chinese who were influenced by her. 
So will the life of this other missionary, 
Miss Graffam, also a Maine woman, 
continue to have a great influence not 
only in the lives of her friends but in 
the lives of her enemies as well. Her 
life shines as a bright jewel. To her was 
given not only the grace but the oppor- 
tunity. 


The peculiar value of her life, not 
only to Andover, but to the world was 
as a demonstration of the vitality and 
power of the Christian faith in our own 
time, a divine argument of the value of 
the Christian religion. The speaker 
likened Miss Graffam to a living 
epistle “written not with ink but with 
the Spirit of the living God,” and to 
an apostle who showed the continuity 
of the faith of the church, the spirit of 
the apostles aglow with a light kindled 
from light through the ages. 

Rev. Mr. Bigelow read a letter writ- 
ten three days after Miss Graffam’s 
death by Miss Nina Rice who was with 
her at the time of her death, giving the 
particulars of her last illness. Nothing 
was lacking in either skill or care, but 
death came seven days after what had 
been an apparently successful operation 
and Miss Graffam died without know-

‘forced, however, to take a complete 
rest for u year as a result of devoting 
himself too strenuously to composition. 
In 1895 Nevin gave a series of con- 
certs in Boston and then took up his 
residence in Florence, Italy. From 
Florence he moved to Venice, where the 
life and scenes about him inspired his 
Venetian sketches. His well-known song 


“The Rosary” reached a phenomenal 


sale. Other well known works are 
““May in Tuscany” composed in Flor- 
ence, ‘“‘Water Scenes” of which the 


“Narcissus” is the best known, and the 
music to Stevenson’s child poems 
“In Winter I Get Up at Night” 
“Little Boy Blue.” 

“His last days were spent in New 
Haven, Connecticut where he died in 
1901.”

Our States

XIIL—RHODE ISLAND 


HODE Is- 
LAND is 
not really the 
name of this 
state. As can

the official 
name is ‘ “State of Rhode 
Island and Providence Planta- 
tions.” It originated from two 
distinct settlements. The first 
was made by Roger Williams in 
1636. He was the pastor of a 
church in Salem, As he advo- 
cated radical reforms he was 
ordered to return to England, 
but fled to the Narragansett 
tribe of Indians. From them he 
obtained a tract of land and 
called the town which he estab- 
lished Providence, in token of 
God’s mercy which had so :far 
provided for him. 

About the same time Mrs. 
Anne Hutchinson and her fol- 
lowers were expelled from Mas- 
sachusetts on account of a theo- 
logical dispute. She made her 
way to the island of Aquidneck, 
which she purchased from the 
Indians for 40 fathoms of white 
wampum, 20 hoes and 10 coats. 
The name of this island was 
changed to the Isle of Rhodes, 
probably after the famous Greek 
island in the Mediterranean. - 
By common usage it became 
known as Rhode Island. In 1662 
Charles II gave Rhode Island a 
very liberal charter, and this re- 
mained in force until 1841, when 
a new state constitution was 
adopted by mass conventions, 
and two years later another new 
constitution was legally voted. 
The change in constitutions 
caused what was known as 
Dorr’s rebellion. 

The entrance of Rhéde Island 
into the Union in 1790 completed 
the list of the original thirteen 
states. Though Rhode Island is 
the smallest of all the states, 
with only 1,248 square miles, it 
is very thickly populated and 
has five presidential electors, 
which is more than those of a 
number of states of much larger 
territory.
